deem it my duty to lay before you 
the fact that the lack oí ships was 
the underbing reason 
for

drastic order of the fuel adm inis­ 
trato r which closed the factories 
of

nation.

a crisis 
m ust not recur. 
Yet unless the 
shipbuilding 
program 
can 
be 
hastened, more 
forced 
holiday» 
are inevitable as the result of 
another fuel order or a stoppage 
of ahipm%hts trom factory to sea-( 
board, with resulting chaos in the 
business world. 
The reason is plain. The need 
of our allies, and of our army in 
Franca» for both 
supplies 
and 
food has caused the speeding up 
of our m anufacturing plants 
to 
such a point that more deliveries 
are made to the eastern seaboard 
than there are ships 
to 
carry 
them away. These shipm ents have 
piled up in the ports and backed 
up in tjie railway 
sidings 
for 
miles outside the seaboard cities, 
with the result that even the coal 
needed for the bunkers of the few 
ships in harbor could 
not 
get 
through and the very ships re­ 
quired to carry away at least a 
part of this congested mass have 
been held in port by empty bunk­ 
ers. 
The result was inevitable, 
and the factories of the 
nation, 
even though they were m anufac­ 
turing supplies necessary for our 
army, were forced to shut down 
First, for the want of cars for 
their own coal, nnd, second, be­ 
cause their products could not be 
moved

Unless ships are built., and built 
according to program, unless we

have an adequate supply of work­ 
men in the shipyards, and unless 
the men now in the yards speed 
up their work, this stoppage 
of 
business and labor m ust continue, 
not only for the present, but j««t 
so long as the war may last. The 
business man, the laborer,

put In only part time until these 
ships are built. 
The Shipping Board has
